BLASTS CUT OFF 
LISBON’S LINKS 


LISBON. -- A well-organized bomb 
plot yesterday isolated Lisbon. leav- 
ing it without international com- 
munications for severa] hours, and 
marred the opening day of a Nato 
Foreign Ministers conference. 

At least four bombs exploded in 
downtown Lisbon and the nearby 
town of Sacavem, blowing up 2 vital 
telephone switching centre for Inter- 


per- 
ik, national communications in Lisbon 


and a telephone substation in Saca- 
vem, disrupting all foreign com- 
munications into and out of Por- 
tugal. 

The pre-dawn blasts came only 
hours before the Nato Foreign Min- 
isters officially opened their two-day 
spring conference. 

Government officials immediately 
blamed left wing elements, which 
have been agitating against holding 
the Nato conference in Lisbon, for 
the attacks. They claimed thst anti- 
Government forces had spread the 
word that the conference must be 
opposed “by all means,” and that 
the explosions were aimed mainly 
at embarrassing the Government on 
the opening day of the talks. 

Even Nato officials were cut off 
from their headquarters in Brussels 
for several hours before they brought 
emergency arrangements into force. 
Government officials rushed to the 
communications office as engineers 
tried to repair the damage, 

Some international telephone lines 


were restored and the Nato confe- 
rence began on schedule, But. more 
than 12 hours after the explosion 
communications in the capital were 
still chaotic. 

The explosion in the central com- 
munications office --- just after 3 
am. — cut the capital's teleprinter, 
telex and phone links. But apart 
from shattering windows, it appear- 
ed to have caused minor damage 
to buildings in the centre of Lisbon,

U.S. officials said Mr. Rogers’ sug- 
gestion for a Deputy Foreign Min- 
isters' meeting was not intended as 
a formal ai which had to be 
accepted or rejected at this meeting. 

The Secretary of State told Min- 
isters he favoured continuation of 
bilateral contacts between Nato 
and the Warsaw Pact states for 
the time Ddeing. These could serve 
to clarify Soviet thinking on the 
force reduction question. 

U.S. officials said Mr. Rogers told 
the Nato Council the US, wel- 
comes the SGrezhnev proposal and 
assumes the Kremlin is now willing 
to discuss troop reductions before, 
during or at any European secu- 
rity conference -- a proposal fhe 
Soviets have been pushing for se- 
veral years. 

Mr. Rogera said this stance differ- 
ed from paat Soviet indications that 
they would discuss mutual troop 
reductions only after a European 
security conference,

No Soviet dialogue 


WASHINGTON. — The State De- 
partment spokesman said yesterday 
that he knew of no plans for renew- 
ing the Soviet-U.S. dialogue on 
the Middle East. 

The spokesman, Mr. Charles Bray, 
in reply to a question about recent 
Soviet arms shipments to the Middle 
East, said that U.S. Government ex- 
perts did not detect any “recent 
change in patterns of Soviet arms 
deliveries.” 

Mr, Bray declined comment on 
Israeli news reports that Israeli 
Ambassador Yitzhak Rabin has 
asked for renewed assurances that 
the U.S. will maintain the military 
balance in the Middle East. He 
would confirm only that Mr. Rabin 
has called on Assistant Secretary 


Joseph Sisco and that they have 
discussed “a number of subjects.” 

The spokesman challenged oviet 
press charges that U.S. diplomacy 
in the Middle East was trylag to 
drive a wedge between the Russians 
and Egypt. 

Both “Pravda” and “Izvestia" on 
Wednesday criticized U.S. efforts to 
bring about an Arab-Israeli settle- 
ment. 

Asked about the Soviet charges, 
Mr. Bray said: “We are engaved in 
serious diplomacy with the parties 
in an effort to arrive at an Interim 
settlement in the Middle Hast." He 
was referring to U.S. efforts to ob- 
tein agreement between Israel and 
Egypt on reopening the Suez Canal.

Record Egyptian 
military budget 


CAIRO. — Egypt yesterday an- 
nounced a record military budget 
of 650 milion Egyptian pounds 
(about £650m.), an increase of about 
Ti per cent on last year. 

‘Treasury Minister Abdul Aziz 
Mohammed Hegazi announced the 
figure to a press conference after 
@ three-and-a-half-hour Cabinet 
meeting. 

He said the amount — £73m. 
higher than jlast year — would 
cover defence spending and includ- 
ed measures for civil defence and 
national security. 

‘Begazi said despite the increase 
in the budget, there would be no 
increases in taxes on citizens, He 
said the defence budget allotted to 
the armed forces for 1969-71 was 
fully spent and met the demands 
of the military.

Vorster 
condemns | 
Israeli 
aid move 


CAPE TOWN (Reuter). -- The 
South African Prime Minister, Mr. 
John Vorster, yesterday branded as 
unjustified Israel's decision to chan- 
nel aid funds to African “freedom” 
movements. 

“I certainly do not understand how 
Israel, which itself has a terrorist 
problem, can justify contributions to 
other terrorists,” Mr. Vorster said. 

“I do not believe that Israel 
through thls can, or will, buy any 
advantage for itself," he added in an 
interview in the newspaper “Die 
Volksblad.” 

Mr. Vorster’s attack followed the 
Israel Government report that it 
was contributing 110,000 to African 
nationalist Movements through the 
Organization for African Unity 
{0.4.0.). The news of the Israeli 
action was front-page headline news 
in South African newpapers yester- 
day. 

In Johannesburg, the Israeli Con- 
sul-General, Mr, Yitzhak Unna, said 
Israel's decision must be viewed in 
the context of Israel’s position in 
the international scene. Israel did 
not expect a blessing from South 
Africa for its action, he said, and 
added: “Israel's reasons should be 
understood, especially as it must be 
apparent thar every support given 
the O.A.U. by Western countries 
tends to weaken the impact of 
Communist infiltration into Africa.” 

But in his statement, Mr, Vorster 
rejected this explanation. “No matter 
how one tries to understand Israel's 
motivation, it remains a fact that the 
explanation is not acceptable. As 
far as we are concerned the deci- 
sion cannot be justified and I wish 
loudly to express my dissatisfaction 
with it.” 

‘(In Jerusalem, the Foreign Min- 
istry spokesman refused to com- 
ment on the report. He said the 
matter was being studied.) 


All-race hotel 
opens in Joburg 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). 
South Africa's first fully muiti- 
racial hotel opened here yesterday — 
with a firm promise by the manage- 
ment of complete equality for black 
and white guests. 

Non-whites will be let into the 
new seven-floor Holiday Inn at 
Johannesburg’s Jan Smuts Airport 
— but under sbrict conditions that 
will ensure that not just anyoue 
can get a bed there. - 

Non-white guests will have to 
establish that they are bona fide 
travellers, with travel documents, 
passports, and a definite departure 
date. Whites using the hotel, how- 
ever, will need Zo euch qualifica- 
tons. ed 

The hotel is the first in South 
Africa to be designed and built ex- 
pressly for all-race guests. And it 
was built on government orders.

PARIS ACCUSED OF PREJUDICE

It is difficult to speculate whether 
the Administration will adapt a 
recommendation by a presidential 
panel, headed by former U.N, Amba- 
esador Henry Cabot Lodge. that the 
U.S. should support the adu.1ission 
of Peking while at the sam? time 
ensuring that Tatwan remained a 
menrber of the U.N, 

It is taken for granted that Pe- 
king’s entry into the U.N. would 
carry with it an automatic >2rma- 
nent seat, and the right of veto, in 
the Security Council. 


Beirut students 
end strike 


BEIRUT (AP). — Bowing to press- 
ure from the administration and 
colleagues, the si students of 
the American University of Beirut 
decided on Wednesday night to 
evacuate campus buildings they 
have ‘been occupying for more thao 
10 days. 

The decision was announced by 
the students after a five-hour coun- 
cll meeting. 

About 4,000 students began the 
strike on May 1 in protest at a 10 
per cent imcrease in tuition fees 
to meet a budget deficit.

Most people suffer from a sharav 


which places a severe stress on the 


human body's natural cooling sys- 


tem. Normally the lower the humi- 
dity, the less disagreeable is the 


feeling of heat because the dryness 
of the air assists the cooling of 


the body by rapid evaporation of 
moisture from the skin, However, 
extreme dryness (relative humidity 
below 10 per cent) also exerts 
severe stress. There are only very 
few fortunate people who actually 
enjoy a sharav. 


The spectacular 


Heat waves in Israel take on 
several forms. One of them is the 
hamsin which is the most specta- 
cular form. Hot and very dry winds 
from the desert regions surround- 
ing Israel cause sudden and steep 
rises of temperature, as much 85 
10 degrees and even 15, from one 
day to the next, 

Blowing as a rule from the south- 
east, the hamsin wind appears like 
a blast from a furnace, often bring- 
ing with it fine dust or sand, re- 
ducing visibility sometimes to less 
than 100 metres and giving the 
sky a characteristic pale, and later 
brownish hue, Because of the dry- 
ness of the air the sky is usually 
cloudless. 

But sometimes high feathery cir- 
rus clouds or turret-like middle 
clouds appear which may result in 
docal showers characterized by véry 
large drops, leaving dirty brown 
aplashes ‘wherever they fall, The 
hamsin is a first cousin to other 
hot and dry winds such ag the 
foehn of the northern Alps, the 
chinook blowing down the Rocky 
mountains and the santa ana of 
California, ᾿ 

Hot desert winds are frequent in 
spring all along the north coast of 

blowing in from of small 
‘barometric depressions which de- 
velop in the deserts of Morocco, 
‘Algeria and Trtpotitania, and tra- 
velling eastwards ‘through Egypt 
into the eastern Mediterranean. 
They have different names: chergui 
in Morocco, chili in Eunisia, 
in Tripolitania, simoon in different

Some biologists think that the un-

AORE, — A Fatah group was wo- 
covered in Galilee, and the murder 
last month of an Israel corporal in 
the “Zone Nine“ exercise area near 
Sachnin village was solved, the 
Acre police apokesman. Super- 
intendant Yehle] Fischer, announced 
yesterday evening. 

Rav-Tural David Hillel was shot 
dead while on duty in the Sachnin 
area on May 7, The investigators 
have now reached the conclusion 
that he was killed by a gang of ter- 
rorists from the Lebanon, Mr. 
Fischer sald. 

He announced that security forces 
who searched the area, including 
the caves near Araba village, on 
May 16, arrested Salah Kassem 
Alda, 19. a resident of the villege. 
He had crossed the border a year 
ago to join a terrorist organization 
in a neighbouring country. 

The investigation showed that he 
had returned with the terrorist gang 
from the Lebanon, during the night 


‘ of May & this year. Their aim was 


to deposit weapons and sabotage 
material in a pre-arranged hiding 
Place, and to recruit agents in Araba 
and vicinity. 

When the gang reached the “Zone 
Nine" area, they rap into Corporal 
Hillel, and opened fire, killing him 
outright. Salah hid In one of the 
caves near Araba for 10 days, while 
his family supplied him with food 
and clothing. The other gang mem- 
bers fled back to the Lebanon. 

The security forces discovered a 
quantity of arms, equipment and 
sabotage material, and a number of 


residents were arrested. 

Superintendent Fischer revealed 
that an examination of a Kalach- 
nikov automatic rifle, discovered by 
the bodies of two terrorists from 
the Lebanon killed in a aubsequent 
incident, revealed that it had been 
used to shoot Hillel. ᾿ 

He also announced that during the 
past month a Fatah network had 
been uncovered, with its centre at 
Faasuta in Western Galilee. 
It had branches in Nazareth, Haifa, 
Beersheba, and the Galilee villages 
of Araba, Tarshiha and Nakhef, The 
net, which was set up 4 year ago, 
had not yet carried out any sabo- 
tage acts, and was still in the pro- 
tess of organization and recruifing 
members. 

Ten men have been arrested on 
suspicion of belonging to ft, 

The first suspicions were aroused 
during the night of February δ, 
when a police patrol ran into a 
van, found to be transporting sa- 
botage materials from the Lebanon 
to Israel, near Zurlel village, in 
Upper Galilee. The three men 
in the van, Jerig Elias Yussef Je- 
ris, of Fassuta, Nimr Yacoub 
and Nazri Muhamed Mari Bashir, 
of Shakhnin, fled across the border 
to the Lebanon.
